Always Icxate a bathroom so that it can have a window in an outside 
wall. The window stool should not be less than 5 feet hi>;h from the floor. 

To Make Dijficult Sod Pipe Joints 

To m.tke a horizontal soil pipe joint where there is the difficulty of 
dampness or a trickle of water leaking; constantly, pack the joint with 
oakum as usual and then apply the asbestos pouring rope or a long roll 
of clay about 134" fo l^a" in diameter around the joint, brin^in^^ both 
ends together at the top, leaving space bi^ cnou^^h to pour the molten 
lead in. Before pouring the lead, put into the opening a teaspoontul 
of powdered rosui or a tablespoonful of coal oil. Now the lead can be 
poured in. A ring of 11-:^" deep of lead is sufficient, or pack the joint 
with oakum in the ordinary way and caulk in lead wool until the joint 
IS filled. A ring 1' s" deep of lead is sufficient. Joints entirely under 
water can be made with lead wool and will be perfectly tight if properly 
made as above described. 

The Connecting of Waste Branches of Bath Room 

Fixtures 

Never connect waste branches from bath or basin into the closet 
bend. Always put a separate 4x2 Y under the 4 x 4 TV to receive 
these wastes; because the waste water from bath and basin is sometimes 
hot and at other times cold, this expands and contracts the metals and 
is particularly severe on the lead bend at the 4" Wiped Jomt. causing 
it in a few years to buckle and crack. Lead is pecuhar metal. It ex- 
pands considerably and contracts very little; thus, disturbing the mole- 
cules or particles. Always use an extra heavy lead bend for'che W. C. 
It takes no longer to install and is very much more durable. 



Faucet 



To Eliminate a J\[oise in a 

A pulsating or rattling noise occurring when a faucet is opened is 
caused by the cushion becoming spread or loose. Shut otf the water 
and trim off the edge of the cushion. Be sure the screw that holds on 
the cushion is home tight. A hammering noise caused by closing a 
faucet is the result ot closing or shutting off the water too rapidly. This 
can be overcome sometimes by shutting down the pressure. Some- 
times it is necessary to put on an air chamber, which consists of a portion 
of water pipe extended up and capped, forming an air cushion.

The Care of Wipnig Cloths 

New wiping cloths have to be treated to make them smooth. In 
the old days melted lard was rubbed in the cloth, but as it is practically 
impossible to get pure lard now, it is necessary to buy Steanne, which 
can be bought in cakes or ground up, from Electrical Supply Houses. 
Melt a piece of Stearine about the size of a walnut in the ladie and 
pour this over the side of the cloth to be treated. Now grate up some 
chalk on your rasp and rub this powdered chalk into the cloth to fill up 
all the pores and make the surface smooth. 
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Plm7i.hers' Wiping Solder and Its Treatment 

The solder used to make a wipe joint is called Plumbers' Wiping 
Solder and is composed of 60 per cent, lead and 40 per cent, tin, or in 
other words, 3 lbs. of pure lead to every 2 lbs. of ins^ot tin. You can 
buy reliable makes cheaper than you can make it. 

If the solder is too fine it will be very bright and stick or cling to 
the cloth. Add suiScient lead to coarsen it, and it will work much 
better. When too hne the solder cools very fast also, and the edges of 
the joint becomes cold and hard very quickly. 

If the solder is too coarse it will have a gray appearance and will 
require to have some tin added to tone it up. 

To test Plumbers^ Solder pour out on a bnck a portion of a wiping 
ladleful. It should show on the back of it and front of it about 6 or 7 
bright spots to a space about the size of a 25'cent silver piece. If it 
has a feathered appearance similar to that seen on a new sheet of gah 
vanized iron, it is poisoned. 

Never overheat the wiping solder as it makes it short in the grain and 
brittle and burns the tin out of it. Watch this very closely as it is 
very important. 

Never tin a piece of brass work to be soldered by holding it over 
the solder pot and pouring molten solder over it. This burns the zinc 
in the brass out, and it mixes into the solder. Zinc should be kept as 
far away from the wiping solder as possible, for if the slightest trace of 
zinc gets into the solder it poisons the solder and makes it worthless. 

A great many treatments for poisoned solder have been written 
but the writer has found, by experience, that it does not pay to doctor 
up worthless old pots of solder. It is best to be careful of a fresh pot of 
solder and take every precaution to keep any foreign substance from 
getting into it, and never overheat it. 

The proper heat for wiping solder is when it will spark a dry pine 
stick when put into it. If it makes the stick blase up immediately, it is 
too hot.

Tfie Drdming of Systems When Houses Are 

Vacant in Winter 

Sometimes the plumber is called upon to empty the plumbing when 
a house is to be vacated in the winter season, it is not sufficient to 
merely empty the closet bowl of all water, as it frequently happens 
that the bowl will crack with the frost even though it is empty. This 
is caused by the earthenware becoming water soaked, the same as a 
piece of wood will become water logged, when the frost enters some 
earthenware bowls it seires the moisture and cracks the porcelain. The 
customer cannot be convinced that this is so and will invariably argue 
that the bowl was never properly emptied. 

Always fill the W. C. Bowl to the full depth of the trap with coal 
oil — this nearly always prevents trouble. Always examine the W. C. 
bowl when emptying a job and if any cracks appear draw the attention 
of the customer to it. 

Syphon jet bowls require particular care to get all the water out of 
the jet at the bottom. Use a syringe to remove all the water in this 
jet. Then pour in sufficient glycerine to a little more than till the jet. 
The glycerine being heavier than water or coal oil will remain in the 
jet at the bottom of the bowl. Next fill up the bowl with coal oil as 
previously described. 

Tie over the fresh air vent a piece of oM bagging or carpet to prevent 
the cold air going down and freezing the seal of the intercepting trap. 

After emptying all traps of fixtures, fill with coal oil. Very often 
the bath trap is not accessible. Pour in about a quart of coal oil; this 
will wash out sufficient water and in most cases it will leave the trap 
perfectly safe. 

If a W. C. bowl is frozen and not yet cracked, put about a dipper 
full ot salt into it and let it remain for a few hours. This will thaw the 
ice gradually. Do not apply heat locally to it. Warm up the house 
gradually. 
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The Best Method of Soldering Aluminum Known 

At Present 

The soldering of aluminum cannot be satisfactorily and permanently 
accomplished. The best that can be done is only of a temporary nature 
as up to the present time no one has discovered a really satisfactory 
method. 

However, there are many fairly good solders and fluxes for aluminum. 
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The foHowins is one of the best yet for soldering aluminum

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This, of course, has a practical hmit, being only able to raise the 
water with satisfaction about 20 feet only in a perpendicular direction. 

A vacuum is a space devoid of air, or a space from which the air 
has been extracted. 

" Air has weight— 100 cubic inches of ordinary dry air weighs about 31 
grains. Water ia said to be 773 times heavier than ,nr. Air can be 
expanded by heat and contracted by cold; also, metals are affected the 
same way. 



The Peculiarities of Water 

Water and most hquids do not respond to heat and cold in exactly 
the same manner that metals do. 

Water is densest and occupies the least space at 39 decrees Fahrenheit. 
If its temperature is raised one decree it expands. If its temperature 
is lowered one degree it expands. From 39 dc^^rees to 212 degrees boil' 
ing point it expands about one'twenty'third. From 39 degrees to solid 
ice it expands one-tenth. 

Water boils in an open vessel at 212 degrees, under ordinary atmo- 
spheric pressure of 14-7 lbs. per square inch on the surface of the water. 

Water boils at blood heat, 98 degrees under a vacuum, or in other 
words, without any pressure on the surface of the water. 

This proves that the higher the air pressures on the water the higher 
the boilin<^ point. Under a pressure of 10 lbs. per square inch over 
and above atmospheric pressure equal to 14-7 lbs. plus 10 lbs., water 
boils at 240 degrees. 

Water cannot be compressed like air; it being possible to only com- 
press It to the extent of 1 cubic inch in every 960» which is practically 
nothing. 

Water is composed of 1 part Oxygen and 2 parts Hydrogen. A 
column of water 28" high has a pressure at the base of the column of 
1 lb. per square inch. The diameter or square of the column does not 
affect the pressure in any way. Mechanics roughly estimate ^-2 lb. 
pressure per square inch to every foot of elevation. Example; a column 
50 feet high would roughly have 25 lbs. pressure per square inch at the 
base. 
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Pipes and Their Equivalent Capacity 

Sometimes it is necessary to find the size of a pipe equal in area to two 
pipes of a given size. This can be accomplished in a very simple manner 
by using a common square. Problem illustrating: Find the size pipe 
equal to receive the flow of one only 23^2" pipe ^rid also one only 3" pipe. 
Example: Measure 2'-2''' trom the corner on the square on one leg and 
mark the point as A. Next, measure 3 " from the corner of the square 
on the other leg and mark the point as B. Now draw a line from A to
